The Last Indian Uprising 

,TTNDIAN tribes, which were the bane of tha Uvea of the early West- 
■ erners, have been quite docile for the post quarter of a century, the 
■*■ laat uprising of any note being among the Uta* on the Western 
Slope of the Rocky Mountains in 1905. 

Even after the Indians were placed on reservation* and were guar- 
anteed their board and keep by the Government, they continued to go 
on the warpath at interval*. Thia cauaed rancher* and miners, In 
sparsely settled districts, considerable trouble and many wakeful nigh* 
Thia waa because the Indians had a habit of attacking lone cabins and 
ranch house* of settlers and murdering a family and burning a dwell^B^ 
without fear or compunction. ■ 

The Lite*, never a very peacefuJ or industrious tribe, were the laat ^d 
to attempt rebellion. The cause of thia last uprising wa* moat unusual fl 
and uncalled for according to the white man's ideas. The laat tight of 
the Utea wa* made for fresh meat, although they had a supply far be* 
yond their needs. 

The tribe had bee* taught to raise cattle and had ample herds, but 
they preferred venison. They had an inherited taste for deer and bear 
meat Anyone who has tasted deer or bear steaks can understand this 
preference. Venison has a far richer and more agreeable flavor than 
the flesh of domestic cattle. 

The Indian* had been read the riot act in the form of the game 
laws and had been ordered not to kill any deer out of season. They 
ignored these game laws and, when called to account, began deprecia- 
tions. They chased aettiers from territory near their reservation, burn* 
lng cabins and ranch buildings and raising merry Ned in true Indian 

fashion. 

A TROOP or two of regular cavalry from Fort Logan, Colorado, 
chased the Indian* back on their reservation and there they have 
remained aince, fearing to venture again into the white man'* domju 

Next to venison, the Indian* of several Western tribes like dog 
meat They have been forbidden to eat their dogs but even now they 
sometimes secretly indulge in dog soup or stew.
